CLUBS FORMED IN MANY CITIES 
TO FIGHT HIGH PRICES.

CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—{Exclusive’ Dis- 
patch.] The movement started in 
Cleveland to abstain from meat until 
prices have dropped from the present 
prohibitive perch is spreading all over 
the country. Clubs Aimar to that 
formed first in Cleveland have sprung 


In Omaha the movement will extend 
to sixty days if results are no ned 
in a month. One thousand signatures 
were obtained. there today and the 
promoters say they will have five 
thousand within a week. At the same 
time steps were taken to spread 
the prohibitive movement to every 
city and hamlet in the State. Mer- 
chants in Omaha have already felt 

force of the pledge. Meat prices show 
a decided falling off. but there was a 
greatly increased demand for eggs. 


Pittsburgh proposes a general boy- 
cott against the meat trust for sixty 
days, and the entire manufacturing 
and mercantile industries t the west- 
ern section of Pennsylvania will be ar- 
rayed against high prices. This means 
that a million and a half people in 
nine counties will at once quit buying 
meat for sixty days, and longer if nec- 
essary. The movement gained great 
impetus in the Pittsburgh district be- 
cause of the success in Cleveland, 
where 75,000 signers have been secured. 

The movement en Iowa has already 
started, with Des Moines as headquar- 
ters. In St. Louis all employés ef the

and récataloguing the books. As there 
are more than 7000 volumes to be han- 
died, the work promises to be no easy 
task, but it is believed that it will 
prove comgenial to the prisoner, who is 
a great reader.

After supper he may return to his 
cell and eniploy his time as he desires 
until the retiring hour, 9 p.m. 

LIBERTIES ARE FEW. 

Prisoners are permitted té smoke 
pipes in their cells, but Walsh does 
not smoke. He may read during the 
time allotted pther prisoners for smok - 
ing if he desires. Prisoners are not 
allowed to receive presents from their 
friends. Should money be sent to 
Walsh, ft will be kept in the office to 
the prisower's credit and payment made 
to him on his release. 

All he will be permitted to receive 
will be daily and weekly papers, of ap- 
proved character, magazines, religious 
books and papers, family photographs, 
comb, brush, tooth brush and powder; 
soap, small hand mirror, suspenders 
and plain white handkerchiefs. He 
will be allowed to wgite letters only 
once in two weeks, and unless he 
gains the special permission of the 
Warden, he will not be allowed to see 
his friends or relatives oftener than 
once in four weeks.

GREAT PACIFIER. 
In a way the flight of M. Paulhan over the 
site selected by the government for fortifications 
at San Pedro was the most significant event of 
the aviation meet now going on here, the first in 
America. In another flight this intrepid French- 
man had climbed the skies to a height of about 
4600 feet. He can carry in his machine at least 
two passengers with himself, say a weight of 300 
pounds. 
Now let us imagine a war between two contig- 
uous belligerents. With a t of these flying 
machines it would be an entirely simple matter to 
drop from them over the forts and camps of the 
enemy, over the gities of the hostile country, pack - 
ages of high explosives, each one of which would 
wreck a fort. A few of them scattered judiciously 
would do terrific havoc in the camp of the soldiers 
or destroy millions’ worth of property in the cities. 
At this moment there is no defense against, such 
No projectile can be hurled a 
mile into the sky which would interfere with the 
career of a flying machine equipped for war pur- 
poses. It would be difficult to meet a hostile fleet 
of airships With a similar one belonging to the 
other side. Of course they would not fly in fleets, . 
but singiy. Their movements could be easily con- 
cealed until they reached the sky, and when they 
were over-the fort destined for destruction or the 
city which was to be a prey to the ravages of 
dynamite it would be too Jate to meet the emer- 
gency. 
Had we at San Pedro a fortification costing 
$1,000,000, Paulhan might have destroyed it at a 
cost of a very few dollars. Fortunately for us 
our territory is of such vast extent and our imme- 
diate neighbors are so inconsiderable in strength 
that we are almost immune from an attack like 
that. But in Europe, with France and Germany

AKING BACK TRACKS. 

So the hotspur “insurgents,” from the Hon.

Not we have Mr. Pinchot himself frankly de- 
claring that the President is entirely right in al- 
most every recommendation he has made to Con- 
gress. We have Mr. Hayes of California and oth- 
ers of the same mock-impetuous, insincere tempera- 
ment, running to the White House to make their 
peace with the Chief Executive. Hayes and the

The House as a body would pick a fair committee. 
The minority would be represented upon it. If Mr. 
Cannon had picked the committee he would have 
given the minority representation thereon, but we 
venture to say that both the Republicans and the 
Democrats on that committee would have been fair- 
minded, just-minded men. 

As it is, the naming of the committee goes into 
party caucus. The Democrats, always quick on 
the trigger, have already met and appointed two of 
the most unfair partisans in Congress to represent 
the minority. From the time that committee first 
sits until its report is brought in there will be 
nothing but populistic politics on the part of James 
and Rainey at e®ery moment of every sitting. It 


| is probable that in the end, whatever report shall 


be made, these gentlemen will present a minority 
firding to Congress. It will simply result in con- 
fusing the minds of the people and leaving the un- 
reasonable part of the population in doubt as to 
whether the investigation was full and fair or not. 

For two years past we have seen the danger that 
now flashes into the line of vision of Mr. Hayes and 
others 6f his kind. This whole insurgent programme 
from the beginning has had but one effect and can 
produce but one result. Whatever influence it 
may have is all against the Republican party, all 
against its principles, all against its success, and 
all in favor of Democratic principles, of Demo- 
cratic victories, ef Democratic administration of 
our national affairs. Near home and far away, 
every movement of these people is in-favor of 
Populism and of Populists and against everything 
that is conservative and everything that is Repub- 
lican. 

Many of these msurgents“ came from Congres- 
sional districts and whole 8 where Bryan 
Populism was rampant within the last twenty years 
and where that craze has not died out yet. What 
Republicans expect to gain by eneouraging this 
sentiment and fanning this hostile flame into ge- 
tivity is not apparent. They may think to save 
their seats in Congress by pandering thus to Pop- 
ulism. If they have any such dream they will wake 
out of it as from a nightmare: The success of this 
sentiment means one thing and one only, and that 
is the return of Democrats to Congress, the elec- 
tion of Democratic Senators, and in che end a Dem- 
ocratic President, \ 
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HE SIXTEENTH AMENDMENT. 

A proposition is before the States to pass the 
sixteenth amendment to the Federal Constitution. 
This amendment will give to Congress authority to 
tax “incomes from corporations of all kinds and 
forms.” To confer this power upon Congress will 
require an affirmative vote on the part of three- 
quarters of the States in the Union, to wit, thirty- 
five commonwealths. 

The States are very slow to act upon this prop- 
osition, and the rush with which it was expected 
to pass a sufficient number of the States is no- 
where in sight. Gov. Hughes of New York in his 
annual message to the Legislature gave it a se 
vere if not a death blow. The Governor of New 
York is not of the sinfully conservative mem- 
bers of the blican party. He is generally 
looked upon as sufficiently “progressive” to pass 
muster. His view, therefore, will carry all the 
more weight with insurgent Republicans and pop- 
ulistic Democrats. Gov. Hughes's objection to the 
law is based specifically upon the fact that there 
is no exemption provided for State and municipal 
bonds. The — of New York thinks the 


try belittle the objection raised by Gov. Hughes. 
Among these are the Governor of Mississippi (a 
rank Populist) and the Governor of Ohio (a con- 
servative Democrat as Democrats go.) They are 
willing to trust Congress, although empowered to 
tax incomes from all sorts of corporations, to ex- 
clude State and municipal bonds. 

As the outlook is at the present time, it would 
appear as if about a dozen States were pretty sure 
to vote “no.” Eleven would give the coup de grace 
to the amendment. 

The States ntay take as long as they like to vote 
upon this proposed amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. Legislatures of this year may pass 
it over to those of next year, and those of next 
year to a further date in the future. Meantime 
the States may reconsider such action in another 
session of their Legislatures, those that may have 
voted for the amendment rescinding the action, and 
vioe versa. If a dozen States should take no ac- 
tion at all, then the amendment would fail. Until 
the Secretary of State can certify that thirty-five 
States have voted for the amendment it will not 
pass. 

We have never been able to take any other view 
of this proposed amendment than that it is a po- 
litical subterfuge intended as a tub for the pop- 
ulistic whale play with while a more important 
matter got out of sight, namely, the proposition to 
tax all incomes. It is always worth bearing in 
mind that the President's message which recom- 
mended the passage of such a law did so with 
specific limitations. Mr. Taft pointed to the pos- 
sible desirability of conferring this power upon 
Congress in case of a wgr arising in the country 
which would necessitate the raising of funds to 
carry on the struggle. The question to be faced 
is whether Congress could always be relied upon 
to restrain itself to this alleged necessary action.

IG EXPORTS, BIG PRICES. | 

Seventy cents a bushel for corn, $1.04 a 
bushel for wheat and practically 12 cents a ‘pound 
for cotton is the 1909 record of our exports of 
three of the principal articles of agricultural pro- 
duction. The preliminary statement of exports of 
breadstuffs, meat and dairy products, cotton, and 
mineral oil for the calendar year 1909, just issued 
by the bureau of statistics of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, shows that 34,704,000 bush- 
els of corn exported were valued at $24,299,000, or 
an average of 70 cents a bushel; 46,902,000 bushels 
of wheat, valued at $48,978,000, or an average of 
$1.04 per bushel, and 3,891,000,000 pounds of cotton, 
valued at $461,377,000, or an average of 11.86 cents 
per pound. While these figures are stated by the 
bureau of statistics as preliminary and only in- 
cluding the exports through the principal ports of 
the country, they are sufficiently complete to give 
a picture of the exportation of the important ar- 
ticles of agriculture during the year. The exports 
of mineral oi! show lower values than last year, 
though — quantities, the total quantity of 
mineral oil exported during the year being 
1,495,000,000 gallons, valued at $99,479,000, against 
475,000,000 gallons (20,000,000 gallons less,) val- 


ved at $105,282,000 ($5,533,000 more,) in 1908.
